Sir Henry Rawliiison has displayed 
so much knowledge and clear foresight 
in dealing v.'itii the difiicult problem of 
Englamrs connectit)ii with Afghanistan 
tliat some remarks made at page 295 of 
his work, "Eiigland and Russia in the 
East," seem sjiecially worthy of atten- 
tion at tho present time. Sir Henry is 
reviewing possible occup;iticii of Herat 
by Russia, and the oiibrts wliich Eng- 
land would Ikivo to make to counteract 
her influence, and ho says: "It is not 
in general sufHcieutly considered that 
in a political struggle with Rus.sia of 
this nature we should engage lior u]ion 
!it all equal tonus. We have no natural 
claim oil the alVection or allegiance of 
tlu' iutoi'iviediate n itioiis, no iiiduceimMit 
to hold ou to them, as tiflbcting their 
own interests, which should lead them 
to prefer our alliance to that of our 
rivals; whereas Ru.ssia has only to point 
to India aH the traditional pluiidor- 
grouiul of Central Asia, as the ])rize 
which lias ever rewarded the victorious 
hordes rushing down from the northern 
mountains, and she at once enlists tlunr 
sympathies in her behalf. The pleasant 
memories of tho sack of Delhi by Nadir 
Shah (1739), and of Ahmed Khan 
Abdalla'.s .successful campaign against 
the :Mahi attas (Battle of Paniput 1761), 
have hardly faded from tho minds of 
the present generation of Persians and 
Afghans. Such visions possess irrt;- 
sistilile attractions for thoiii, and would 
alw.ays, unless counter-balanceil by some 
special consideration, incline them to 
sitle with the invader rather than the 
invaded." Almost precisely those con- 
ditions which Sir Henry Rawliiison 
then foi'sliadowed now exist. Trun, 
Russia has not obtained Herat, but she 
has certainly been before-hand with 
England at Cabul, and has probably 
held out to Shore Ali tho.se very in- 
ducements spoken of. It become.? there- 
fore, most important to settle at once 
what "special considerations" tho British 
Govcrninout can place before the Cabul 
chief in order to wean him from liis 
Russian bias. 

How Russia is PnEPAHtNa an Aauv 
OK 2,000,000 Men. — 'The J nvalide Russo 
announces that the Russian Ministry 
of War is at present engaged upon the 
elaboration of plaiiH of important mili- 
tary reforms, which it is proposed to 
cari'y into efiect immediately after the 
return of tho troops from Turkey, 
These plans contemplate a rcorgani/H- 
tion of tho whole Russian army. The 
battalions of the infantry regiments, 
which have hitherto been made up of 
from 800 to 1,000 men, will hencefor- 
ward be raised to a stretch of 1,500. 
Every cavalry regiment is to be increac- 
cd by two s(iuadrons. The ofFect of 
these changes will be to add to the ac- 
tive army 350,000 eombatant.s. The 
organization of iho ro.servcs will also 
undergo considerable modification. Tlie 
reserve caares, which is distributed into 
twenty-four divisibn's, will be kept un- 
der arms in time of peace. This will 
secure an additional force of about 
250,000 men, ready at any moment to 
take the field. It'is furt'licr proposed 
to increase the yearly contingent of 
recruits by 70,000. Tho artillery is to 
be re-armed with guns of superior 
manufacture and greater range tliaii 
the present weapons, 'J'ho peace es- 
tablishment of the reserve artillery will 
consist of twenty-four brigades. Fin- 
ally, the period of military service will 
be reduced to three years. "All this," 
writes the Invalufe, "will lead to bril- 
liant results, for in tho course of a few 
years we shall be .able to produce an 
army of 2,000,000 comljatants."
